Some Contracts” Unsafe. 

Any association’ which sells so called 
“savings contracts” covering @ period 
of years should be required to publish 
complete statements of its condition’at 
regular intervals, and should be subject 
to examination by state officials. Any 
person who signs 4 ‘contract binding 
himself to make regular payments of his 
savings to a concern which does not 
disclose all details’ of its finances is im- 
prudent. 

This statement does not apply me the 
purghase of bonds, real estate, or other 
Pp rty On installments, but to the 
payment of savings to a concern which 
proposes to loan them at its discretion 
or’ use them in business, promising to 
return them with interest in a lump 
sum after a period of years. Building 
and loan associations are subject to ex- 
amination by state officials, but a con- 
siderable number of concerns. operating 
on somewhat similar lines are subject 
to no control but the judgment of their 
backers, who generally are men of — 
ited. experience in finance. ’ 

The most serious danger in connec- 
tion with these promotions is that their 
assets may be dissipated so that when 


contracts begin to mature there. will be’ 


no money to pay them. Another unfa- 
vorable point is that’ a severe forfefture 
clause usually is concealed in their 
long and verbose contracts. A few weéks 
"ago a Chicago woman who had been 
paying $16 a month to such a concern 
for a year found herself unable to con- 
tinue, She’ expected to withdraw her 
entire $192, but found that under the 
terms of the contract she had signed 


she could get only $60, the other $132) 


being forfeited. 
‘As the law does not interfere with 
these operations, it is left for investors 


‘to look’ out for themselves.
